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Sport Fishing Season— 
Each year the Columbia 
river is closed to com- 
mercial fishermen from 
August 25th to Septemb- 
er 10th and sport fishing 
for salmon is enjoyed. 
The Annual Astoria Sal- 
mon Derby is held for 
one week during this per- 
iod, and commercial fish- 
ermen offer their boats 
for hire and act as guides 
for the sportsman. Boats 
accomodate five people, rates are reasonable and 
standardized, and the person hiring the boat may 
fish alone, have his own party accompany him, or 
make up a fishing party at Derby headquarters. 


Weighing-In-Place—All fish to be weighed must be 
brought to the 12th Street dock, the official weigh 
ing-in station. All fish will be cleaned and weighed 
free of charge. 


Weighing-In Rules—All fish entered in the Derby 
must be presented and weighed on the day the fish 
is caught. All fish must be opened for inspection by 
an official of the Derby after weighing. 


Weighing-In-Time—Fish must be presented for weigh- 
ing at any time between 10:00 A. M. and 6:30 P. M. 
of each day of the Derby. 


Registration Fee—All persons participating in the 
Derby must pay an entry fee of $2.00 good for the 
entire Derby.

Tackle Requirements — 
All fish must be caught 
by rod and reel, and all 
fishermen must comply 
with the angling laws of 
Oregon and Washington. 
Each contestant shall be 
permitted assistance in 
gaffing his or her fish, 
but no assistance can be 
given in handling the rod 
and reel. 


Eligibility—AI| members 
of the Derby Committee 
and Astoria Regatta Board of Directors will not be 
eligible. In the event of a tie the winner will be de- 
termined by the toss of a coin, while the loser will 
automatically be given the next ranking prize. Oper- 
ators of boats for hire will not be eligible while en- 
gaged in carrying anglers for hire. No person will be 
awarded more than one daily prize. The right to 
change or adjust the dates of this Salmon Derby is 
reserved by the Salmon Derby Committee.
